WILL RECEIVE 


PAY INCREASES 


Federal Employes Get 
Five Per Cent 
Restoration of 
Salaries. 


VETERANS WILL 
ALSO BENEFIT 


Approximately 
150 
government 
employes in G ettysburg and Adams 
county will receive a five per cent 
increase in pay retroactive to Feb­ 
ruary I, by virtue of the passage, 
over President Roosevelt’s veto^ of 
the independent offices bill. 
The 
restoration of five per cent of the 15 
per cent pay slash and the return 
of 
veterans’ 
compensation 
was 
tacked onto the bill after it had 
been presented to the house com­ 
m ittee .several m onths ago. 
Tw enty-four employes in the G et­ 
tysburg post office, 39 rural carriers, 
employes in thirty other post of­ 
fices in the county, approximately 
23 employes in the national park of­ 
fice and 25 supervisory employes in 
the two civilian conservation corps 
camps will benefit by the pay in­ 
crease. 
Last July by executive order of 
the president all federal employes 
had their salaries reduced fifteen 
per cent. This included members of 
the house and United States senate. 
Haines’ Pay 
Congressman 
Haines' 
salary of 
$15,000 per year, which 
includes 
$5,000 for clerk hire, was slashed 
$2,250 under the fifteen per cent 
decrease 
Under provisions of the 
independent offices bill, five of the 
15 per cent decrease is restored. 
This m eans th a t $750 of the $2,250 
deducted from las salary last July 
will be restored. 
Mr. Haines sal­ 
ary, including the allowance for 
clerk hire will now be $13,500 per 
year. 
In the Gettysburg post office the 
increase* will average between $6 
and $12 per month. 
O ther federal 
employes in Adams county will re- ! 
ceive a proportionate increase, all ; 
receiving a five per cent restoration 
of pay.

Those who received a salary of 
$200 per m onth prior to last July 
had their salaries slashed $30 per j 
month. 
Under the bill passed by 
the house and senate five of the 15 
Pct cent reduction, or $10 is restored < 
now and an additional five per cent 
will be restored in July.

IS AN “ERROR” 


Judge Donald P. McPherson re­ 
corded his “personal thanks for and 
appreciation of” the services of Miss 
M argaret McMillan, probation offi­ 
cer of Adams county since 1923, who 
was relieved of her duties by the 
county's two associate judges last 
Monday, in 
a memorandum 
filed 
with C. F. 
Palmer, clerk of 
the 
courts. Friday. 
Judge McPherson, who refused to 
concur with Associate Judges John 
C. Bream and F. X. Colgan in their 
order relieving 
Miss 
McMillan as 
probation 
officer 
and 
appointing 
John W. Brehm and Mrs. J. Harry 
Holtzworth, both of Gettysburg, said 
tia* action "involves the recognition 
of political expediency” and is "a 
grievous error.” 
“The recognition of political ex­ 
pediency introduces the danger of 
partisanship, favoritism and privi- 
legs at the expense im partiality and 
equality,” 
the 
court’s 
statem ent 
reads. Opponents of the deposed 
probation officer charged that she 
“played politics’’ with her office. 
This has since been vehemently de­ 
nied by Miss McMillan. 
Lauded by Democrat 
The court reveals th a t Miss Mc­ 
Millan’s original appointm ent was 
made in response to welfare condi- 
j tions and without reference to po- 
j lit leal reasons. ’ Indeed it was made 
j at the urgent request and recom- 
\ m entation of one of the 
leading 
I democrats of the county then ac­ 
tively 
engaged in 
welfare 
work 
here,” Judge McPherson's statem ent 
sets forth. 
Judge McPherson’s memorandum 
states that while the law* provides 
th at no 
defendant 
shall lie com­ 
m itted to the custody of a probation 
officer of 
the 
opposite 
sex, 
the 
statute make no sim ilar reference 
to persons who have served a por­ 
tion of a 
jail 
sentence 
and 
are 
placed on probation or the super­ 
vision of dependent, delinquent and 
neglected children under 16 years of 
age. 
“W hen a person of the first class 
is placed on probation," the court s 
statem ent reads, “He is not given 
into the custody of the probation 
officer, but is merely put under the 
officer's supervision. 
So in practice 
the above restriction has no appli­ 
cation and in my judgment presents 
no legal 
necessity to appoint two 
probation officers of opposite sexes, 
as is done in the order filed.” 
The court’s memorandum follows: 
"On March 26, 1934, by the action 
of the associated judges.
